Congressman Bartholdt Selected by 
‘the Great Ironmaster to Oversee 
Formation of American Bureau

Opinion in Favor of Arbitration. 


St. Louis; Mo., Nov. 19.—Congressman 


‘Richard Bartholdt left this morning for New 
York at the invitation of Andrew Carnegie, 


who has promised to turn over to him $1,000,- 
000 to be used in furthéring the propaganda 


+ fot international peace. 


Before Mr. Bartholdt started for New 
York he told several friends of the pian and 
expressed hopefulness as to the pont of 
the work. 

On this visit to New York Bartholdt will 
arrange for the formation of the peace bu- 
reau which will have charge af the campaign. 

Only the income of the fund will be util- 
ized. Thus income will amount to $40,000 or 
$50,000 a year, It will be expended in an 
effort to direct public opinion in favor of 
arbitration as a means of settling disputes 
between nations. 

The scope of the work will be world wide 
and those nations which, are oftenest en- 
gaged in wars and threats of wars will re- 
ceive the most attention Literature will 
be scattered, meetinge will be arranged, and 
all possibie means will be adopted to en- 
courage sentiment against war and blood- 


shed. 

Mr. Bartholdt has taken a prominent-pert 
in the work done by The Hague peace con- 
ferénce and has had many interviews with 
Emperor William of Germany, the king of

BADLY. HURT, BURIED UNDER 
BAGS OF COFFEE TWO DAYS. 


Lighter Captain, Both Legs Broken by 
Fall in Hold, Remains Imprisoned 
Until Boat Is Unloaded. 


New York, Nov. 19.—[{Special.]—When the 
‘last bag of green coffee had been lowered into 
‘the hold of the lighter Lakewood Saturday 
afternoon, and the men who had received the 
cargo had reported it safely stored, Capt. 
James Barr..went below to satisfy himseif 
‘the load had been properly distributed and 
the work well done. 

He was moving gingerly forward, when he 
fell suddenly and was buried under an ava- 
lanch of bags. Bruiséd and battered, his 
‘right leg broken, and the bones of the ankle 
of his right foot crushed, Barr still had the 
use of his hands, and he immediately began 
a fight for air. 

After each effort followed a fainting spell. 
But, using his head and elbows, and clearing 
a way slowly with his hands, he managed, 
after working for several hours, to improve 
his condition to such an extent that the 
danger of suffocation no longer existed. 

Shouts brought no response, and when an- 
other attempt was rewarded by disappoint- 
ment the plucky captain collapsed. How 
loig he remained unconscious he does not 
know. 

Saturday evening the men came back, but 
could find no trace of the captain. This was 
not surprising, since, the work completed, 
he doubtless had gone ashore to spend the 
evening. But yesterday, when he was still 
absent, and it was thought advisable to trace 
him, the men went to the various places 
where they thought he might be found, but 
none of his friends had seen him. 

His strange disappearance was still caus- 
ing comment when the Lakewood was towed 
to its déstination and the work of unloading 
begun. 

It was nearly noon before he was found 
maimed and senseless under a fantastic 
mountain of bags. Stimulants were admin- 
istered and gradually signs of life were seen. 
At last Barr was able to whisper the outlines 


of his story.

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BARONESS KILLS RICH MAN 


REVENGE AND MYSTERY FACTORS 
IN NEW YORK CRIME. 


Widow De Massy; Member of Family. 
of French Nobility, Held for Shoot- 
ing Employer, with Whom She Had 
Quarreled—Woman Seeking Clew as 
to Cause of Death of Her Husband 
Whom She Thought Was Poisoned

New York, Nov. 19.—[Special.]—Baronese 
Anisia Louise de Masay, a strikingly pretty 
Frenchwoman of 32, who has been living at 
57 West Thérty-seventh street, le a prisoner 
at pole headquarters, Charged with murder. 
She ip accused of having shot down Gustav 
Simon, aged 58, of 114 Past Fifty -sixth street 
wealthy owner of the Queen Waist company 
at 604 Broadway. 

The shooting occurred this afternoon at 
Simon’s office. He died tonight at 8:30 
o'clock at St. Vincent’s hospital. 

Behind the shooting the police say ig a re- 
markable story of a woman seeking revenge 
for the mysterious death of her husband, a 
French nobleman The baroness main- 
tained the most stolid secrecy as to any mo- 
tive. In fact, she calmly denies the shoot- 
ing, despite the fact of an alleged eye wit- 
ness amd that of Simon, with his dying breath 
accused her of the crima 


Comes of Noble Family. 

Until her hesitant admission tonight to 
Capt. Charles Kemp it was not known the 
woman was a baroness. She had carefully 
concealed her identity from her acquaint- 
ances and had been known simply as Mme. 
de Massey. Her reason for this secrecy, she 
said, was to keep her family in France from 
learning her whereabouts 

The Baroness de Massy comes of the noble 
family of Du Vernon, which is said to be 
prominent in one of the French provinces. 
Her husband, Francois de Massy, to whom 
she was devoted, died suddenly three years 
ogo and the baroness had reason to suspect 
he had been poisoned. She took up thetrail 
the day after he was buried. The investiga- 
tion che has made ca used her to come to New 
York. Ever since she has been here she has 
been trying to run down the clews she has 
been able to get. 

The police say she had reason to believe 
Simon could help her solve the mystery. 80, 
in order to work herself into his confidence 
and enlist his aid in tracing her husband's 
murderer, she décidéed to take a position in 
tisemploy. She began her work for Simon on 
Monday, a week ago, It is known that she 
and Simon last Friday had a bitter querrel 
ending in the baroness giving up her position. 


Distressed Over Treatment. 

On Saturday night she called upon Mme. 
Juliette, a fashionable milliner at 66 West 
Thirty-ninth street. Ghe was greatly e- 
cited. 

„I have left my position,“ shesaid. ‘ And 
I dian't even wait for my pay. I am greatly 
vexed over the treatment I received.” 

Mme. Juliette asked her what: she intended 
doing and the baroness replied: 

„Well, I am not sure just now. Wait and 
gee. I don't think it will end where it fs.” 

The baronese appeared at Simon's office 
this afternoon and demanded her pay. Ac- 
cording to witnesses she wanted it instantly, 
and, when Simon delayed, pulled a revolver 
and began shooting, The second shot gave 
Simon a mortal wound.

We 
gave him $5,000 to keep from losing our 
licenses, and the attorney part of it cut no 
figure. Ruef had influence and we knew it. 
His price was high. It was extortion. We 
knew it, yet we had thousands of dollars in- 
vésted and we could not afford to lose.”

The report says the expectation is that the 
returns for 1906 will show West Virginia to 
be the second coal producing state in the 
union from the fact that the Illinois mines 
suffered from a shutdowm)last spring, while 
those of West Virginia for the most part were 
kept going continuously. 
The Illinoig coal mines in 1906 gave em- 
ployment to 58,068 men, who worked an aver- 
age of 201 days. The records show that 15,- 
289 men were on strike.diiring the year and 
lost an average of twenty-one days each. 
The larger number of minés in Illinois work 
their men eight hours a day. During the fis- 
cal year 19005 there were 190 fatalities in the 
Illinois mines and 388 men were injured. 
Premature blasts or windy shots are the 
principal causes of the fatal aceidents.

The crew ob- 
jected to going further in it, fearing it would 
be lost. 

The crew had little to eat and was living In 
squalor, Shortall said. Their experiences 
were far worse, he wrote, than the hardships 
they endured in the polar regions. 

The men wanted a survey on ship, but 
Commander Peary and Capt. Bartlett would 
not harken to this or to the men coming 
home on the Virginian Lake. 

Shorthall says they hed the hardest time 
on the voyage of any crew that ever was 
afioat. A recital ot their hardships would 
fill a book. He declared that none of them 
would go north again under any considera- 


tion. 
Two Boilers Burst. : 

‘One of the crew of the Virginian Lake who 
boarded the Roosevelt at Hopedale stated 
the crew told him it had three boilers when 
it left Sydney, but before it reached Green- 
land twa of them burst, 

The crew also said the ship was anything 
but strong. It was totally unfit for arctic 
work, and, as one of them put it, “after 
getting into heavy ice it used to go together 
like an accordion playing music.“ The Roose- 
volt, it is said, ts altogether too slight for 
forcing ite way through floes to the pole. 

On the way north the men said that they 
landed part of the stores, Peary telling them 
that in firteert months there would be a relief 
ship sent to them.

The tests were watched by. curious crowds.

Method of Finding Leakage. 


The box, or galvanometer, was set on the 
curbstone and the two coils of wire attached 
to little gutta percha knobs on its face. Then 
the loose end of one wire was placed in con- 
tact with the colds treet car rail and the 
loose end of the other wire, equipped with a 
miniature saw blade about six inches long, 
was slowly scraped back and forth on an ad- 
jacent water hydrant.

“It is evident, of course, said the city 
eléctrician, “that the equipment of the car 
lines is faulty in many respects. « Just how 
much damage age has been done cannot be told 
without an actual examination of the mains, 
and especially of the service pipes.

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EPISCOPAL COURT OF REVIEW Sus. 
TAINS SUSPENSION OF ORAPSEY. 


Finding Made Public by Bishop. Walk- 
er at Buffalo Provides That He Be 
Prohibited from Exercising Func- 
tions of Minister Until Such Time 
as He Satisiies Authorities as te 
Religious Views—Action Does Net 
Permit of Appeal. 


Buffalo, N. T., Nov. 19.--Dr. Algernon 8. 
Crapsey of St. Andrew's Episcopal church, 
Rochester, is suspended for heretical teach- 
ings, according to the decision of the ec- 
clesiastical court of review, which is made 
public The court of review sus- 
tains the on of the lower court. There 
can be no appeal. 

Dr. Crapsey in his sermons and writings 
questioned: the virgin birth of Jesus. He 
also contended that*there are fallacies in 
other beliefs and doctrines forming the foun- 
dation of the Protestant Episcopal church. 


Decision of Review Court. 

In announcing the decision Bishop Walker 
gave out the following statement: 

“ The court, having taken the matter under 
advisement, and impressed with a pro- 
found sense of its responsibility in dis- 
charging the serious duty cast upon it, met 
from time to time to coneider the appeal. 
After full consideration of the questions pre- 
sented it. determined with the unenimous 
concurrence of its members, that the judg- 
ment of the trial court should be affirmed. 

The conferences of the court were held 
Oct. 20, Nov. 2, and Nov. 16, and the de- 
cision finally formulated on the last named 
date. In compliance with the canon whicb 
requires that the decision of a court of re- 
view shall be in writing, signed by the 
members uniting therein, and that it shall 
distinctly specify the grounds of the de- 
cision, the court formulated these grounds at 
considerable length, signed the decision in 
duplicate, and instructed the clerk to de- 
liver the same personally to the bishop of 
western New York and the Rev. Dr. Crap- 


sey.” 1 
Orders His Suspension. 

The decision of the trial court which is af- 
firmed was as follows: 

“That the respondent, Dr. Crapsey, be 
suspended from exercising the functions of 
a minister of the church, until such time 
as he shall satisfy the ecclesiastical author- 
ity of the diocese that his beHef and teach- 
ing conform to the doctrine of the aposties’ 
cr and the Nicene creed as the church 
hath reviewed the same. However, we ex- 
press the earnest hope and desire that the 
respondent may see his way clear, during the 
thirty days which under the canon of the 
church must intervene before sentence can 
be pronounced, to fully satisfy the ecciesias- 
tical authority of such conformity of his 


part.”

That the federation support pending legis- 
lation repealing that part of the Sherman 
anti-trust act under which labor unions 
might be enjoined. 

That the alien contract labor law be ex- 
tended to cover low grade foreign musicians. 

That the federation support pending legis- 
lation to give the postal clerks an eight hour 


day.

precedent. The national banks now are re- 
quired to pay the cost of their own examina- 
tions. The same is true of oleomargarine, 
renovated butter, steamboat inspection, im- 
migration head tax, and other cases which 
might be mentioned.“ 

Since the meat inspection law was passed 
the packing house men themselves have been 
extremely quick to see the value to them of 
government inspection. Most of the big pack- 
ers have had page advertisements in maga 
zines and weeklies.and have patronized daily 
papers, explaining that all their products are 
now guaranteed to be pure by sworn officers 
of the United States government. These ad- 
vertisements in considerable numbers are 
being collected by members of congress and 
are to be used as arguments for forcing the 
packers to pay for their own inspection, the 
theory being. that it ig of great benefit to 
their business, and not in any sense a bur- 
den, so that they would not be justified in 
raising the price to the consumer or lowering 
the price to the producer of cattle. 


Department Wants Full Test. 

There is a disposition at the agricultural 
department, however, to let the law havea 
better test before it le amended. The sec- 
retary of agriculture is required to submit 
to congress annually a statement showing 
the detalled expenses of the inspection serv- 
ice. « 
The law has been in force so short a time 
that there will not be sufficient data at hand 
to fix the actual cost of inspection accurately. 
By the end of another year, however, the 
service will have been systematized to such 
an extent that it will be possible to furnish 
congress, if desired, with a satiefactory fee 
schedule covering every branch of the in- 
spection service. 

Meanwhile, there is already appropriated 
$3,000,000 for the current fiscal year, and 
as this is an annual appropriation it will be 
carried over into next year without the neces- 
sity of any action by congress, so that the in- 
spection service will be fully provided for, no 
matter what is the outcome on the new Bev- 
ericke amendment.

This action undoubtedly is the direct result 
of protests which have reached the depart- 
ment, both from negroes and whites. 

The president's order was tasued while 
Secretary Taft was in the west, and was 
without consultation with the latter. 

Secretary Taft has indicated that he is 
favorable to a reconsideration of the matter, 
as he believes’ it is possible, now that the 


negroes know the penalty will be imposed, 
to ascertain the men guilty of the disturb- 
ances at Brownsville, Tex. 

The only men of the regiment discharged 
are those who were under arrest suspected 
of causing the trouble. But even against 
these men no positive proof could be adduced, 
and the authorities were convinced that if 
they had. been court-martialed they would 
have been acquitted. 


President Probes Affair Deeply. 


The war department insists that the prezi- 
dent's action was taken only after a most 
exhaustive investigation. Three officera 
were sent to Browneville to look ‘into the 
matter. All made reporta, which have been 
printed and are to be published. 

Officials of the department are much dis- 
turbed at what they call a misunderstand 
ing on the part of the public regarding the 
action in the case of these negro soldiers. 
Acting Secretary of War Oliver said today 
that the belief had become prevalent all over 
the country that the men were ordered dis- 
charged because they would not tell the 
names of those who were really guilty, and 
because they were black. This, Gen. Oliver 
said, was not precisely so. The real reason 
for the drastic action was that the organ! 
zations had shown themselves to be danger- 
ous, he declared. 


Says Negroes Are Dangerous. 

Gen. Oliver said this afternoon: 

It, on account of a feeling that they hada 
grievance—as was the case in Brownsville— 
the same companies, or men from them, par- 
ticipated in another disturbance of the same 
nature in a place to which they were trans- 
ferred, what would the country say? It is 
impossible, both for safety and army dis- 
cipline,..to allow the men to remain in the 
service. 

Some members of the company organiza- 
tions now ordered dismissed shot up the 
town’ at Browneville, killing one man and 
endangering the lives of other men, and, as 
official reports show, of women and children. 
That's not what soldiers are for. They are 
supposed to protect citizens instead of en- 
dangering their Uves.“
